To counteract this spending, we shall hear a great 


chorus urging thrift and saving. Banks are already 
making bids for these funds in their advertisements. 
All of which has much to be said for it. but not every- 
thing to be said for it. For many, it will be very wise 
if they lay it aside for a time when the need may be 
great. Periods of unemployment are sure to overtake 
the worker. 
Sickness is apt to come. School bills for 


Ambitious boys and girls should be anticipated. And 
for such as have nothing to fall back upon, the part_ of 
wisdom will be to hold on to the proceeds of their Vic- 
tory bonds for a more convenient season. 


Waste is never to be encouraged. But the pur- 


chase of some article which will enrich life and make 
it more worth living is not waste. The man who works 
hard six days a week is entitled to a few of the luxuries 
of life. Mere grubbing and saving has nothing to be 
said for it. We are not here to hoard, but to use, and 
to use wisely all the good things of life. Men. especial- 
ly men for whom life is hard, are entitled to some of the 
good things along the way, and an unqualified emphasis . 
upon thrift is neither good for the individual nor for | 
society. 
In this matter, as in all matters, a reasonable 


amount of common sense is desirable. It will be wise i 
if each man who cashes in his remaining Victory bond , 
on the 20th shall ask himself seriously what use he can 
best make of it to promote his happiness and the hap- 
piness of his family.
